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LESSON OF UNIFICATION 

The unification plan for our armed forces 
and the events leading up to It offer an ex- 
ample which the world's govcmmenta might 
observe with profit. For the compromlae 
which finally emerged was an achievement 
that the nations someday must consciously 
jstrlvc for— an organizational structure that 
promises security and peace through a limited 
surrender of sovereignty. 

There was a basic similarity between the 
feelings of the army and navy and those of 
the wartime allies. Under threat of defeat 
they Joined forces with admirable spirit, mu- 
tual respect and singleness of purpose. But 
before and after that threat was present, 
their attitudes were decidedly different. 

Many high officers of each service regarded 
the other branch with a Jealousy and suapl 
clon which matched the viewpoints expressed 
during the least admirable moments of post- 
war Big Three relations. Secrotlvcness was 
tho order of the day, and with It an obvious 
« Inclination to exaggerate the errors and 
Ahortcomlngs of the rival service and tho vir- 
tues of one's own. 

It took many months of quiet, patient, hard 
work to break down the walls of sovereign 
pride which surrounded the two services. But 
they finally gave way before the combined 
forces of logic and experience. Victory and 
defeat taught the same lesson— that to re- 
main Isolated and unco-operatlve in the face 
of danger Is to invite disaster. 

When the compromise result was reve&led, 
the sacrifices which each service made seem 
scarcely important enough to have warranted 
£31 the heat that apparently was generated 
In reaching It. Both army and navy retained 
their internal sovereignty. Tradition, pride 
and morale seem untouched by the change, 
None of their former distinctions is abolished. 

The army E^ve up control of its air forces, 
to be sure. But' it would have been folly In 
the light of . air power's ccyitrlbutlon to vlC' 
tory, and greater folly in the light of air 
power's future role, to deny this mighty arm 
of defense a separate. budget, administration 
and development unhampered by the over- 
lapping authority of grudging, ground- 
minded officers. 

All that has really happened under unifi- 
cation Is that organization and planning are 
Integrated In the interest of greater safety. 
Whatever else may happen. It is doubtful that 
a lack of central authority and co-ordinated 
planning in our defenses will again help to 
make us tho target of aggression. 

If, as seems likely, the unification plan Is 
approved by congress, the country will be able 
to face an uncertain future with greater con-, 
lidence. For this plan Is the beginning of an 
Intensified campaign for peace through 
strength. That campaign will probably have 
to continue until it Is supplanted by a plan 
for peace through reason. 

And when peace through reason Is achieved 
it will surely be because the nations. In the 
Interest of survival, have practiced the sort 
of thinking that .achieved the army-navy 
compromise. For the security of the world as 
well as of this natlgn needs a recognized cen- 
tral authority, legally constituted by the na- 
tions, which can organize and plan for peace. 

All national prerogatives of an internal 
nature could remain. Language, culture, cus- 
toms »nd tradition could be unaffected. But 
military secrecy and aggressive military prep- 
aration would be abolished, not by Interna- 
tional treaty but by supematlonal law, 
agreed to by the nations. 



PROPHETS OF CONFIDENCE 

During the war some of tho country's ablest 
and most progressive businessmen and econ- 
omists organized themselves as the committee 
for economic development. The purpose of 
this public-spirited group was to make an 
intelligent study and program for reconver- 
sion and postwar prosperity. Among other 
things they forecast full employment. In spite 
of the doleful Jeremiahs In tho commerce 
department and elsewhere, and gave reasons 
for the prediction. 

The CED proved itself right. And now Its 
members are telling the country, as a result of 
further study, that this high employment and 
prosperity can be maintained, and that de- 
pression is not Inevitable. 

The sound thinking that they have exhib- 
ited in the past inspires confidence now. 
But, whatever their ultimate reputation as 
propljttfl may be, we applaud their spirit. 

Too many Americans have accepted with- 
out question the "inevitability" of a depres- 
sion. Too many have placed no faith In the 
power of human InteUlgence to steer a course

Moreover, that omatencss that he 
Imparted to their convensUon, as 
when the fellow says, "snd this Is 
regarded as very reprehensible, In- 
deed" or "audi conduct Is hesrllly 
deplored by one and all"— things like 
that — was pleaianliy sardonic and 
gave tlie reader to feel that he recog- 
nised the quaint character who was 
speaking, but actually It wu hope- 
lessly aUlted as Uiey discovered when 
they put this language onto the 
sound tracks of the movie*. 

Although Damon Iiad been a bsc 
drinker Jn Ills youth, he vts s teelo- 
tsler as long as I knew him. ar 
acquatnlanceohlp of a little over 30 
years, because, as he once remarked, 
"thero are 10 guys In this world who 
can't handle liquor and I sm nine ot 
them." Therefore, for slttlng-sround 
purposes, he drank coffee and ha 
WIS always at the office, as you 
could soy. because his eir was al- 
ways recording and his mind Im- 
proving and polishing Uie remarks 
and the cynicism ot his scqualnt- 
ancea. 

Other wTltera. drhiklng a Utile oi 
too enuch, would relax and enjoy 
themselves, always with the thought 
Ihst they would mcnioliy Jot the 
cliches and anecdotes of the evening, 
whether It was In a drawing-room, 
going somewhere on a train or at 
some restaurant, but perhaps you 
know how It' Is about that. Ycur 
mbd rejects work and the next day 
]-ou have forgotten. 

Damon had an honest preference 
for underworld personalities and he 
disliked "reepectabUlty," holding 
that high-suburbsn gentlemen were 
no more honest or ethical Ihin his 
own frankly low rapscallion friends. 
We were discussing a mutual friend 
and colleague one day who had been 
caught in the collapse ot 19S) and 
Damon said that he ran with a lot of 
phonier 'who gave him bixn lips on 
the market whereas his oicn ossocl- 



ates were always profltabla because 
he was always writing them lata fic- 
tion and moTlBs at high prlct*. 

Only a few of Damon's set really 
spoke slang nueatly and beautifully, 
and much Of their language required 
cleaning up befco^ It could be ottertd 
for sale. One was B. Phoclan How- 
ard, on orlgltui man who raa a UtUe 
weekly called the New York Prcsi, 
racing and theatrical paper and 
sort of trade Journal ol the gambling 
Industry. 

Phoolan called It the fireside cotn< 
panlon. I think It «u Phoclsn who 
first said "all hone-players must 
die broke," and I know that Damon 
sat at hla knees, as many of i " " 
to learn tho psychology of those 
who sincerely believed that lUcken 
were bom to be Uken and that e«r' 
tain others were appointed by 
nature to take them. 

Spike CDonnell. on old Chicago 
hoodlum, also spoke the language 
without ntfectaUon, but nobody 
could say how> much he originated 
ond how much he picked up trom 
others. Spike called a sawed-off 
shotgun a blast furnace an . 
never could be guilty ot any such 
clumsiness as "scram"or''am-scray'' 
which writers who tried to Interpret 
the underworld by hearsay otten 
used with such bold but synthetic 

ithorUy In thoeo days. Spike would

Not only tho Qigllsh Runyon pub- 
lie, but the Americans, too, an cdm- 
pletely mistaken In their belief 
that Dnmon Interpreted New York. 
Pew New Yorkers could know less 
ot New York than he did. His New 
York consisted mostly of a small 
and changing set of Individuals, 
most of them dieap, chiseling, 
double -era ssers who might talk of 
loyalty but generally knew better 
than to trust one another, who In' 
tested a few places and followed 
he seosona to the Mlamls and Sar- 

itOgB. 
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BU friends Inelnded fanie btteUl- 
gcht lawyen. loof-wrlten «ed 
what-not wbo Ukcd suid were of 
Broadway but did not walk KiA 
apeak through tbo pages of hla 
storlM, because there woa nothing 
spectacular about them. Bti fiction 
charactcn were, on tha whole, a 
vicious lot, and more so In real Ufa, 
and certainly that Is not the New 
Ycrt character or even the Broad- 
way character, which li by no m«ans 
typical ot Hew York. 

The populaUon of the five bor- 
oughs U lust a little under aw.- 
000 and there ore about JSWflCO 
morti in the metropolitan area. The 
capacity ot aU the famous night 
clubs and restaurants, tha Stork, 
31, the Copacabana, El Morocco.

Shmrply colder weather was fore- 
cast for the Intermoimtaln retlon 
today and the heather bureau pre- 
dicted the cold wave would con- 
tinue lor teveral days. 

Mlnltnum tempera turu of from 
Mh» to 10 below were predicted for 
Utah. Idaho waa expecte<l to be 
allihUy warmer, with low marks 
fife to IS degrees. 

A blanket of snow and Ice v 
spread across much of Uie country 
followlnt winter'a most violent and 
cfestructlve weather which killed 
at least 37 persona, injured uorci 
and caused property damati 
thousands oC dollars. 

The death toll was the heaviest 
In the Bouth and soutnwcit when 
tornadoes struck Thursday night, 
kllllnff at least eight In Alabama, 
Oeorsla and Tennessee, and seven In 
Arkansas and MlasourL Twelve 
other persons in midwest states died 
In accidents directly atlrlbutable 
to the snow, sleet and wind 

High winds roarlns In aloni Uie 
Pacific coast of Washlntton and 
DrUUh Columbia sped the cold 
weather Inland. Brisk wind* whip- 
ped across Woahlnston and north- 
em Idaho yesterday.
